H E late Changes in che Miaifier'td 
Part of the Government, and the 
Dijfolutim of the !aft Parliame^fy 
having occafioa'd various Specula- 
tions and Cenfures j and the Paiiy, «ho foi' 
fome time have ftrenuoufly oppos'd thefe Jl~ 
UntionSy infufing now, with great Induftry, 
ftrange Fetrs ana Jealoufies into the Minds of 
Her Majefty's Subjefts : The Writer of thefe 
Papers, who had ever the True Jnterefif Peace 
and Welfare, of this Flourilhing Nation in his 
View, thought it his Duty to beftow fome 
Jeifuce Hours on thefe important Matters , 
and to Communicate to the Publick the tol- 
ESSAT-y wherein he hopes he lias 
B traced 
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traced thefe Changes^ t6 their true Caufes, 
and given fuflGicient Reafons for the fame: 
Heartily wiflwig, that thefe his Endeavours, 
by fettmg things in a jatr lights may, in fbme 
Meafure, contribute to the Allaying the pre- 
fent Hexts and Jmmofities.

/ r i$ a receivM Maxim th^kt, /C^Vsg/ 4re the 
Common fathers of their C6untrj'\ and that, V/i 
below their High Dignity to hKJngs of no more 
thAn one Half of their People ; which, at laft, 
becDmes the Qlfe of Pfkices, that beftoW iadl 
th«ir Favours cifi fome Perfons only, "ths^ 
'Maternal Care and AfFeftion ought therefore 
to reach to all their Subjects ; for as in a 
Private Family the fond Partiality of Parents 
fa owe Child begets Envy and Hatred among 
the Brothers and Sifters y fo in a Nation, to 
fee a fet of Men engrofs all Places of Profit ; 
Cfnrich therafelves with the TJniverfal Spoils 
df the Publick; Riot in Wealth; and faife 
Sumptuous, I had almoft fairf, Infulting Pa- 
tdcefy whilft tlierr Penaw*9i4>^as gfoan tin- 
der heavy Btirdfens, cannot but raife the In- 
dignation of a Free People^ and produce Mur^ 
murs and Dtf contents. 

Not that the People fhould Repine at the 
Prince's having fome Hofom Friends • with ^ 
whom he may Communicate his molt Secret \ 
Thoughts and unbend his Cares ; nor to fee j 
fuch Favourites the better for his \ 
, Btouuty : For ia this, Princes d» fctot enjoy the 

Com- 
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;imon Friviledge of all Maakiad ; and this 
3ic9 of theirs is Warranted by the E)(am- 
)f the bed: Kinss and Emperors. But th^ 
^le cannot behold, without a jtift Refent- 
It, Two, Three, or more Perfons exalted 
I above all tlie rei^, who abuie the Princess 
Durs ; whole Ambition is not iatlsged with 
Honours, and whofc Avarice is aot iatia^ 
with Multiplicity of Profitable Places, nor 
1 Repeated Gifts and Grants ; who keep 
open Market of Civil and Military £a»- 
meats J who bv &Ife Reprefentations tra- 
I all others, that they may engrois the 
ice to themielves ; ana who, in return to 
iCindneis and Munificence, put continual 
bfi and Jjjronts upon him^ and keep him 
a Inglorious Dependance on their Wills, 
he Difpofal of All- 'Tis fuch a fort or 
writes and Minifiers that the People Hate, 
Exclaim againft \ and whom Men of Birth 
Superior Merits endeavour togetRemov'd. 
y may, indeed, maintain their Ground, 
il by a Multitude of Dependants they 
I the Throne lb clofely befet, that the 
tnurings of the People cannot reach it; 
when either the loud Cries, or his own 
agnation, at the Indignities that ,are put 
I him, have awaken'd a Good Prince, he 
not think it derogatory from his Royal 
uty and Honour, toBaniih fuchFalfe and 
lithful Fri^ds from his Frefence. 
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I own that Pritices, whofe Titles is Dtfig^ 
tihle and Pree/irious, may fear tdols of thd 
own making, and ftand in Awe of Men W 
come teirible only by Greatnefs derived froa 
them. They may be afraid of pulling down 
Favourites and Mtnifiers grown formidable hv 
the United Strength and Countels of thei 
FaSion, and fo bear tamely daily Jn/uUs^ oat 
let Male-ad minift ration go on : But neithei 
the Cshals of a Partj, nor the DifficulthA 
which their combined. Malice may, for a whiki 
bring upon his Affairs, will deter a Rightfui 
and Lavojuly Wife and Stout Prince, who ha 
the Hearts of his People, from Vindicatiid 
his own Honour, and Reforming Abufes ij 
State. It was never heard that a Tumuj 
was rais'd to reftore an Infolent and Rapacious 
Favourite in Difgrace; on the contrary, to fttf 
Ambitious Upf&rts engrofsall Favours, and! 
invade all Offices and Employments, has becn-j 
theoccafionof many popularSeditions; whiclt'j 
■wife Monarchs have either prevented, or ap- 1 
peasM by ajuft znA Jetfonahle Sacrifice. 

*Tis true, a Prince who for fome Time has 
been kept in mean Dependance on a Party, 
by Infolent Favourites^ and who would vet 
himfelf Free , and reform the Stare for the 
general Eafe and Benefit of his Subjefts, muft 
expefl: to meet with fome Difficulties, efpe-'j 
cially if thofehe would throw oft" have many' 
Confederates : For the Fears of fuch, as may 
be caliM to an Account, will make 'em fet all 
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Bogines at Work, and lay all forts of Obftar 
:lesinthe Way. In the firft Place they will 
et a high Value on their own Deferts, and 
f a War has been fuccefsfully carried on, 
ffume to themfelves the whole Honour of it. 
They will extol thp great Services qf the 
7 £ N £ R A L that ITpholds their Party, and 
mder the fliadow of his Laurels make bold 
Ldvances towards the Invading even Sove- 
eign Authority, and Royal Prerogatives ; 
hqr will Arro^te to themfelves the Merits of 
he many Milhons which the whole Kingdom 
OS freely granted ; and propogate a wild 
option , That the C r e d i t of the whole 
^dtion refides in themfelves^ and muft fland 
r fall with them. They will try to give all 
hings a falfe Turn, and to fill every place 
i^ith Unfair Suggeftionis. Sometimes, to pre- 
ent National Liquiries into their own MiJ^ 
tanagtmentsy they will impeach Innocent Per- 
}ns ; that fo by railing an empty Clamour, 
nd putting the People upon a wrong Scent, 
hey may avoid the Purmers, and go Un- 
unifliM : And thus, perhaps, an VntPdrj, 
divine was lately Accus'd, and Profecuted 
rith Uncommon Violence, with defign only 
v) prevent Pif^uifitions, which might have 
nded in the Impeachment of a Great Mini* 
;en 

Moreover that the Knowledge of their 111 
'onduft may not reach the Prince's Ears, 
!)ey will endeavour either to engrofs him tQ 

them- 
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(themfelves^ or if the^ caoflot Comnafs tlut, 
(0 blaft thf Bjeputatipa of all fudi as arc 
willing and able to Adminiflfr good Advice ; 
IjgiQnijiatiQg) That they are eitheir Enemies to 
jiis Perfon aod Governoiient, or aftedby Pri- 
vate Malice and Selfiih Ends : Thus the Btfi 
patriots have been Branded with the odious 
Appellatioas of Torie$ and Jafobhes ^ and 
Charged with Defigns of Brmging in tlie 
Pretender ; and with him, Poperj and ^rbi^ 
trarj Power : Than ^A/hich nothing can be 
$uggefl:ed more Monftrous or Chimerically 
Exi^-avagant. 

At other Times, they will boaft of the 
Nupiber of their Friends and Adherents ; 
fondly pf efuniUig to awe the Court with an 
Opinion that their P^rty is too ftrong to [be 
opposM ; ajQd that they alone, are able to 
carry on the BUfineis of the Publick : And 
thus we have feen what great Conibinations 
have been made to prevent the Removal of 
a Lord Tr^afurer. 

But it is to our Hngular H^ppinefs, that we 
have now upon the Throne a Q.u e e n tVillif^g 
and Jb/e to A^ert Her juft Right, an4 Reform 
the Abufe5 of the State \ Willing^ from the 
Wifilom of her Mind, th^ Cpodnefs of Her 
Temper, and the juft Refentments of the 
Slights OfFerM to Her Royal Perfon and Dig- 
nity ; Jble^ from that Powqr which Her Un- 
doubted Heredit^j TitU , Moft Glpriour 
Reign, Mild Government, Sincere Piety, and 

other 
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Other Political and Moral Virtues, have pro- 
curM Her in the Ilearts arid AfFeftiohs of 
Her Subje£ls. Such a Prirlcels win not . be 
terrify M from the Profecutioh of Wholfomc 
Coimfels by the tfofpefl: of any GifftcultieK. 
She knows that a few may complain withdtic 
Reafba, but that there is occafion for RedrefsL 
when the Cry appears to be Univerfal ; ana 
chat no Mifitaty Services, or other Merits^ 
Kin give a Man a juft Title to Screen Mji^ 
no hot his nedreft ReUtionSj who forget theift^ 
felves fo far ds to Infult their Royal Mijlrilsy 
and ficmndftd BenejdSlrefs. 

Thd* *tis certain that we are tendcious, evm 
to Maine fs , cf our Liberties^ yet no Natida 
pays a more (incere and dut^ul Reverence to 
their Lawful Mon&rCh than ours : And ^ the 
generality naturally lav6 and refpeft the 
Throne , fo they compafl&onite a Prinfe^ 
whom they think in danger to be Enflaved to 
!fhe Will and Caprice of thofe about him, 
Well knowing tnat they remain miferable, 
<ill He reaffumes the Exercife of the Regal 
Authority into his own Hands. It was there- 
fere no wonder to fee, of late, the People fo 
willing to joyn themfelves with thofe v/ho 
Ippear^d moft zealous to defend and fupport 
the juft Rights and Prerogatives of the Crown : 
Per how can any true Brifoy^ not be warm'd 
mrith Indignation^ when he beholds his Sove- 
rdga {q ur Abuhdy as to be denied even the 

No- 
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Nomination of the Provost (^ a Colli 
and the Di^ojd of a Regiment ? 

Thefe Iiifolerit Denials were attended y 
odious and aggravating Circumftances : 
the Royal Soul not brooking luch Inf 
and her Majelty infiftine on Her unconti 
able Right, the Folly of the Faftion wen 
far as to aet an Addrefs drawn up, and r( 
to be offerM to, or rather imposM on 
Houfe of Commons, for the Removing f 
Her Majefly, the moft dutiful j affeStignatej 
affiduousy ot all ner Menial Servants ; am 
this to gratify the fpleen of the moft Arro^ 
Imperious and VngratefuL This intended 
olence was indeed timely prevented : But 
Majefty juftly refcnting this, and other 
dignities, which Decency will not fuiFer t 
mentioned ; And a Gentleman . of great A 
ties, Probity, and Spirit, having, notw 
ftanding the Brow- beatings of the Jti 
found means to approach the Throne, 
acquainted Her Majefty with the general 
content of the Nobility, Gentry and Pec 
kt the exorbitant Power and Greatnefs 
one Family ; and at the Adminiftration 
Affairs , in Relation both to P e a c e 
War, Her Majefty refblv'd to exert 
^X^^ E E N ; upon which She was wil 
iaiuted as fuch by a Nohle Duke. 

It may be faid, indeed, That a Wife 
Juft Prince will not punifh Manv, for the 
rors and Foffies of a Few ; nor make a Thon

CbMge of His Minifters, becaufe Ofte or Two 
have done Amifs. To be fiire, 'tis not with- 
out ReluBance that he confents to part with 
fome Perfons, whofe Wifdom, Integrity^ and 
Abihties he has often ExperiencM and entirely 
Approves : But yet when thefe very Perfons 
grow SuRen and Refty^ and obftinately rejcft a 
-C o A L I T I o N' with others , for the fake 
either of an Overgrown Mtnifler^ or of an In^ 
Joknt Fsvourite ; in fuch a Cafe, a Prince, that 
-hath any Spirit, will employ another Jet of Men : 
For he well knows, that Parts, Uprightnefs, 
Knowledge and Experience in Affairs, are 
not confin'd to this, or to that Party ; and 
rightly confiders, That Minifiers or favourites^ 
vi^ho jhould be able to ProteB themjelves by a 
C jiBALLf might jirfi prefurne to think they 
fubfift by their proper Strength^ and Jo advance at 
/afij either to flight^ or defy his Authority. 

Moreover, it has been juftly obferv'd, That 
fartiality^ which is the Weaknefs of Private Meriy 
is unbecoming the Greatnejs of a Sovereign^ 
whofe Favour jhould jhine on the whole Body of* 
his People : And therefore a Wife and Good Prince j 
ought to make it his Principle Care^ and ufe his 
Vtmofi Endeavours to Root out FACTION. 
But if the Difcafe be too Inveterate to be en- 
tirely Removed, he muft try, by turns^ the Per- 
fons raoft Eminent for their Abilities in Both 
Parties^ in order to beget a Virtuous Emulation^ 
.which may produce good Effefls : For by 
that means, both fides will be at ftrife^ which 
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fhaH do the Prince and thq Nation the moft 
Honeft* and the moft Faithful Service, and 
with the feweft Selfifh Defigns. 

The M^in Objection againft the Prefent 
Chdnges is, That as all Seafons are not proper 
for Phyfick, fo all Times are not fit for 
Purguig the Body Politick ; and that the War p 
havmg been SucccfsfuUy carry'd on by the " 
late Miniftry, it had been Prudence not to : 
fhift Hands before a Peace was concluded. 
To this it may be anfwerM, That as in Cafes 
of Neceflity Phyfick is Adminiftred at all 
Times ; fo, for the fame Reafon, a Refor 
mation in State is never out of Seafon ; That 
tho' it muft be acknowledged, that the War 
has hithertoo been profecuted with wonderful 
Succefs under the late Ad minift ration, yet it 
cannot be denied, That fome Parts of it, parti- 
cularly the moft Eflential, Sfawy have been 
Notorioufly ^ Negle£ted, either with Defign 
to fpin out the War, or, at leaft, to give the * 
whole Honour of it to the Favourite General ; * 
and therefore it was Neceffary to put the ma- ^ 
nagement of the Treasury in the Hands ' 
of fuch Perfons, as will impartially give At- 
tention to all the Parts of the War; whicfi, 
certainly, is the moft effeftual means to pro? 
cure a fpeedy Peace. That the Debts of the 
Nation, particularly thofe of the Navy^ being 

ira- ^ 
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Timenfe, it is highly Neccflary to enquire, 
ow the Moneys appropriated to thofe Ufes, 
ave either been diverted or imbezled : W hich 
^quiry before unfuccefsfully attemftecL, would, 
ndoubtcdly have been once more evaded^ if 
he late Minifiry and Parliament had been con- 
inuM. That the People, at this time, groan-* 
ng under a great Variety of Old and New 
Taxes ; the Neceffities of the State being ftill 
nore prefling than ever ; The Publick lying 
mder many Engagements ; The Honour of 
he Nation being' at Stake to make good fe- 
'^eral Deficiencies ; and tije late Miniftry ha- 
ang exhaufted their Stock of Projefts, it was 
leceffary to call for the Afliftance of another 
et of Men, to find out Nen? Ways and Means. 
That a Free Nation, abhorring to fee a few 
Private Men accumulating to themfelves vaft 
liches in this General Poverty of the Publick, 
;he Univerfal Voice of the People feem'd to 
:all for this Change. And in the laft Place, 
that the High-Church Party , or the Landed 
Qegtlemen^ having born the Chief Burthen of 
the War, it was but Juft and Reaibnable to 
give thejn an Opportunity, in fome meafure, 
to repair their Fortunes, by admitting them 
^to Places of Profit. 

And indeed this laft Reafon is, of it felf, 
ifficient to juftify the late Alterations : For 
yofi table Employments in the Political Body^ are 
ke the Blood inthe ^^.tuvdX: Whicli while 

Circulates Regularly^ the whole Body is in 
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Health j but wheVi it Stagnates in one P 
it occafions there Dangerous Tumours, \vl 
muft be jPrudently removM before they Rar 
and Fefter. 

'Tis to be wonder'd, That the Ingeni 
Author of a Polite Paper, has not yet fill'd 
of his Lucubrations with the Vifion of a gi 
Receptacle of Water, placed on the Top c 
Hill, which by feveral Rivulets and Pi 
diiFufesthe neceflary Moifture tothe Adjac 
Fields : He might have feignM a Godi 
prefiding over the Perfons employed in 
opening and Ihutting the Sluices of this 
ceptacle, who taking Notice that fome A 
dows had receivM a fufficient quantity 
Water, ^fhould fay, with Virgil in his Tl 
Palxoral,

He might have fupposM that this \( 
Goddefs hid afterwards beltow'd Fertility ; 
Plenty on the other Fields ^j which, in fo 
Meafure, would have adumbrated Her Mj 
fty's Chara(fter, in the equal and feafona 
Diftribution of Her Favours amqng Her S 
jefts. ^• 
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But, bcfides, when Neceffity compels the 
^rince to make Alterations among his Mini- 
ters, which becomes imavoidable when nei- 
her the Ties of Gratitude, nor the Bands of 
Ulegiance, are any longer a Reftraint to tjje 
Vmbition, Rapacity, Infolence, and Arbit^-. 
inefs of thofe he has rais'd to the higheft 
legrees of Power, Honour, and Riches.; in 
uch a Junffcure, a Wife Prince will certainly 
ean that way, where he thinks bis own Dig- 
nity fifft^ and the Public Wellfkre moft com^ 
Qilted: Which is our prefent Cafe. 

To fet this in a clear Light, we^r^nay ob- 
ferve. That when the Axhitizvy Junto per- 
:civM that the daily Infults they offerM to the 
Crown had incens'd the Royal Breaft, and 
ouzM the innate fpirit of Loyalty of the 
Nation \ and that an Inqutry into their Admir 
liftration, tho' once or twice before unfuc^ 
:efsfully attempted in Parliament, might a- 
min be prefs'd and infifted on by good Patriots^ 
3iey refolv'd, if not to fhake the very Throne^ 
It leaft to keep it in a ftrider dependance on 
:heir own Intereft and Power, by reviving 
;he drooping Spirits of a Baffiled^ Inconfider^^ 
ibUy and Ex firing Antimonarchical 
? A n T Y. Nor did they want a Handle for 
:heir Defign : For a rafh Divine, having af- 
erted the whofefome and Chriftian Doffrine,' 
)f Obedience to the Higher Powers^ tho' perhaps, 
vith too great a Latitude ; and, at the fame 
ime, inveigh'd, with unbecoming Bitternefs, 

s and 
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and Vehemence, againft the Diffenters; and 
.expos'd the Male-adminiftration of fuch 
Men in Power as favoured them ; this indif- . 
creet Sermon was made the Pretence and Sub- . 
jeft of great Clamour. Hereupon the Friends 
aStl EmifTaries of the late iMiniftry publickly 
avowM Principles almoft diametrically oppo- 
fitetoour happy Conftitution in Church and 
State; Cry'd up the Power of the People; 
Try'd the Queen's '////^, and made it almoft 
Precariousy and dependent .on the Caprice of 
the giddy Multitude ; Advanc'd the To/e-^ 
ration to an EquaUty with the Legal EftabUlh- 
ment of the Church of England ; and extolPd 
ij:he Merits and Services of the Great Generaly 
and Ireafurery to fuch a Degree, as if the 
whole Succcfs of the Adminiftration was folely 
to be attributed to them; and the Q^UEEN 
Her ielf had nothing but the bare Name of 
So^.ereign, 

Not contented with this , the Junto pro- 
posed an Impeachment againft Dr. Sacheverell ; 
which, hov. ever, was at firft oppos d by fomc 
of their more difcreet and difcerning Friends,- 
who 'plainly forefaw the Effects of fuch a' 
fotemn Profecution^ againft a Son of the National 
Churchy for a piCce of Pulpit Oratory, which 
both Parties agreed to be only the Refult of 
an Extravagant ZjaL But as that very Ser- 
mon contain d fhrewd Rtfledlioris.onthe late 
Lord Treafurer, Characterizing him by his 
vulgar.Nickname of V o l'p 6 k b, that Mini- 

fter's 
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Iter's moft fervUe Deptndents refolv'd to brlog 
the unwary Divine to Punifliment :' Into whicn 
Counfel the other Friends of the late M iniftry 
went the more readily, when they confiderM^ 
that the Length and Formality oi fuch a Par- 
liamentary Tryal would divert the Cpmmons 
from enquiring into the Difpofal of the Pub- 
lic Moneys* 

But fuch is the Folly of humane Wifdom^ 
that this Accufation had an Effeft Contrary to. 
what the Projeftors of it expefted ; and 
turn'd at laft to their Deftruftion^ for whofe 
Security it was firft enter d upon : -For the 
Queen, who began to fee clearly into the de- 
figns of the "Junto , having been prefent at 
this folemn Tryal ; and taking Notice that 
the WhigSy who Managed this Profecution, 
advancM Pofitions derogatory from the Royal 
Prerogative ; fet up the Revolution^ if not 
above, at Icaft on the fartieLea/f/ with the 
Hereditary Right ; treated with Indecency and 
Contempt the Sons of the Church ; and (poke 
with all Tendernefs and Refpeft in Favour of 
the Diffenters: Her Majefty could, not but 
entertain Sufpicions, that fome wicked De^- 
figns were on Foot to alter the Conftitution 
in Church and State: And, on the other 
hand, the High-Church-Men, who defended 
Dr. Sacheverelly having, with great Loyalty, 
afferted the Juft Rights and Prerogatives erf 
the Crown, and, with Zeal, maintained the 
fi)und Dodrines of the Church of Eiiglaxfd^ 

Her 
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H^r Majefty c6uld not but think well of t 
Party; and Her Royal Perfon and Dignityj 
fafer in the Hands of the True Profeffors ol 
the Eftablifh'd Religion, than withthofe wb 
mix, and join themfelves, with Fanatic ks an 
Republicans. 

At the fame Time, the Eyes of the wholej 
Nation were openM by this unpoiitick Fryal; 
and the Ferment it occafionM in the Capital 
City, inftead of abating, fpread and encreasM 
throughout the Kingdom. Hereupon the 
Bulk of the Nobility, Gentiy, Clergy, {\x\y\ 
ftantial Freeholders, and good Citizens, de* 
dared themfelves loudly in the Caufe of their 
Lawful Monarch ; embracM the Government 
more warmly, and by their Loyal and Zea 
lous Applications to the Throne, fought 
(helter under Her Majefty's Royal Preroga- 
tive, againft the impending Invafions of our 
Happy Conftitution in Church and State; 
Svhich made an Alteration in the Miniftry, 
/ and a Dijfolution of the laft Parliament, un* 
avoidable. 

Thus Dr. SacheverePs Tryal , tho' not the 
True Caufe^ was yet the Occafional Means di 
the late Changes : The more difcerning and 
impartial Men , even of the Whig Party, 
early faw through the Defign of that vio- 
lent Profecution , and from whence that 
Engine was playM ; and, at laft, the whole 
Nation began to be alarmM. 'Tis well knowa 
that th€ late Mr. Dolbenj who ajppcar'd the 
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tioft zealous and forward in that Bufinefs, 
vas an intire Dependent on the T-— i ; and 
herefore ^tis not to be wonderM that fuch a 
trainM Impeachment firft kindled a Flame in 
heHoufe of Commons, where the late Male- 
Idminiftration had already gather^ fo much 
ombuftible Matter; and that it afterwards 
Bvived old Gf udges and Aiiimpfities. and oc- 
afion'd Diftraftions, which were fomented 
nd inflamM by mercenary and ignorant Scri^- 
irs on both udes ; and by the Triumphant 
^rogrefs of the fame indilcreet Divine, who 
ly under a Parliamentary Cenfiire ; But whic^ 
lowever, happily ended in the Removal of 
he Arbitrary ^untOy and the Diffolution of a 
Parliament that was entirely at their Devotion* 
knd indeed, it had been imprudent to coni;- 
nit the Healing of our late Diltraftions to 
hofe who were the principal and original 
Z2\}& of them ; and who, inftead of Curing, 
vould, undoubtedly, have exafperated the 
Diftemper. Thus when a Storm arifcs at Sea, if 
:he Steering of the Ship happen to be in unskilr 
ful Hands, abler Pilots are immediately calPd to 
fupply their Places. And indeed as thofe who 
began that violent Procedure, wliich OQca- 
tion^d fo great a Hurricane in the State, are 
alone accountable for any ill Confluences of 
It; fo ^twas but Juftice they fhould hrft fufier 
for it.

Redu6tion of fo many fortified Towns, i 
the regaining of the French King's earl 
Conqtiefts, which feem'd to open to '< 
Troops an eafic Entrance into the very Ifi 
of the Enemy's Country ; and after the Iri 
Court had a fecond time foed for Peace^ i 
fent their Plenipotentiaries to Gerfrajde^i 
to Negotiate, it was reasonable to beli 
that a Treaty would foon have been c 
eluded. And, indeed, it was hardly ima| 
able, when by maintaining a War fo long s 
fo expenfive, Er/^Und fliew'd Marks at* 
tipweancd Conllancy, and that we had 
Spring of Wealth not eafily to be exhaofl 
And when on the contrary ih& French v^tn 
fore with the Wounds they had receivM 
VigOy Bleinheim, R/Q»elies, Tarin^ Birceid 
Oadenarde, JJ/hy Mens, and Tourmy ; fo i 
haufted ctf" Wealth, and fo diminiJh'd in Pi 
pie both by Famine, and die War, that ti 
Ihould think of Breaking off the Corifereni 
at Gertruyienherg ! It was therefore fpecioii 
fuggefted, that our late Diftraflions, un/till 
charg'dupon thofe who appear'd in Favour 
X>r. HachevefeHy gave rhc Enemy a Profpeft

settder: Which confidering the wrong Eftimate 
t!ie Jacohite Party ever made of their own 
ftrength, and the falfe Informations they give 
to the French Court, is not altogether impro- 
bable.

This extta\/ 
gont Notion being propagated with mo 
tlian ordinary Indultry i)y their Etniflari* 
boih at Home and Abroad, gain'd 
far upon the Minds of ifome Money M Me 
( who, generaDy, are the moft lufceptil 
of Fears and Alarms 1 a& to have occafior 
the M of the Publick Funds ; Which beii 
a Cafe foniewhat Particular, and noteaf 
to be parallePd in Hiftory, it will be r 
ceffary for a Writer, who fets about t 
Tranlmitting to Pofterity the Account 
the late Changes, to inquire into the tr 
Cauies of the prefent Diminution of th( 
^ Funds; and whether of no, the CRED! 
of "tlie Nati<;)g[^-was really affefted by t 
RcraoVsi of Uiat GrearMinifter ? 
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In order to proceed in that Inquiry with 
He^ularity sina Buccels, it is neceffary to 
i^tle the i^nifiqitiflnNaif the word C r h dit, 
which, m fbme meaiure, carrifes its Def- 
nhipn with it^ uqce it may be explain'd 
and underfilood by. its Synonym a% Con- 
fidence and il o N o u R : And is, 
indeed, 7he Opinion or Confidence we have in 
dnother^s Ability j Honour^ and Punctuality^ 
to Dijcharge or Pay a Debt. Thus Credit 
aniong private Men and Traders, is a full 
Afiurance, grounded on the Tried rione- 
fty, arid Reputed Ability of thofe we deal 
with, that within fuch aTime. agreed oil, 
fuch a Man or Men, will make fuch and 
fuch Payments, for Commodities Sold, or 
Moneys Lent. And P u b l i e k of Na- 
TipNAL Cre dit, is the ikmQOpsmoh 
or Confidence y with relpe£t to the State or 
Government^ founded oh the Experience 
of its Ability^ tJonefiyy and Pu0uality. 

If there was no fuch Thing as Credit, 
Men would be oblig'd to content them- 
felves with what they pofTefs; or to ex- 
change part of what they hav% for what 
they want j dr to pay ready Money for the 
latter. 

But becauie it was foundi: by Experience, 
that either the Exchanging of Goods, or 

I 2 the 
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the Paying for them ready Money, rjj* 
ducM Trade to a very narrow Cortipafs, 
arid crampt it with many Difficulties, it 
\yas therefore wifely agreed in all Trading 
and CivilizM Nations to fet uo CREDIT, 
which eflFeftually removes all thofe Diffi- 
culties. 

Thus CREDIT is become the very 
Heart znd Soul of ;all Jm^ and Commerce^ 
cither private or publick. By his Credit, 
a Merchant, for Example, takes up great 
quantities of Commodities at Home, and 
Exports theni to Foreign Markets, from 
whence he experts a profitable Return; 
0^ makes Remittances Abroad for Goods 
he buys there, to Import ^em Home, and 
Sell 'em with Pro^t. And in like manner, 
by its Credit a Government fits out Navies, 
maintains Armies, and anfwers the other 
Neceffities of the State. 

From hence it appears, that to hurt or i 
ruin a private Mart's Credtty is to do him | 
an almolt irref arable Injury y for which the I 
l^w has provided a Remedy \ And that to \ 
IcjQTen the Puhliek Credit is a Crime againft \ 
the State ; which, tho' not yet provided ; 
againll:, comes little fhort of the Enormity ' 
of Htgh-'Treajoju 

As 
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As Pablick or Natioftal Credit depends on 
the Confidence Private Men have, that the 
State or Government will, atTuch and fuch 
SeafonSi make good fuch and fuch Engage* 
ments : We ought in the next place to in- 
quire, whether this Confidence relates to 
ithe State it felf, or to the Perfons en- 
trufted with the Management of the State 
Revenues? 

It is apparent that it Refpefts wholly the 
State: Whether it beanablblute, or limi- 
ted Monarchy, or a Common- Wealth ; for 
as C R £ D I T is founded on the good Opi- 
nion the LfWfr entertains of the Ahilitj^ of 
the Borrower y to perform fuch and fuch En- 
gagements ; It cannot be imagined, that 
the Publick would truft any Private Mini- 
fter with leveral Millions of Money, when 
they know he is not Worth, and confe- 
quently cannot anfwer the Payment of ma- 
ny Thbulands. *Tis therefore Publick 
Security that creates Publick 
Credit; and this Security in this 
Kingdom is the rvhole NAtion^ or their Re- 
prefentatives in Parliament Aflembled. 

It muft indeed be own^d, that a Care- 
ful and Frugal Management of the Trea- 
fury and Exchequer, and an exaft Pay- 
xn«nt of Aflignmehts made by Parliament^ 
will beget fuch an Opinion of the Honefly 
and Punduality of the Government, as 

may 
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may very much advanee P$ikiiik Credit ; 
adil fo &r^ the latter may be cOticer nM m 
the pfudent Choice of Abie aad Faithful 
MafKigers of the Revenues : Which Cheice 
is oac Branch of our Sovereign's Preroga- 
tive 

Theie undeniable Axionis being, kid 
down, let us apply 'em to our prefent hh 
quiry. 

It i$ certain from the experience of all 
Times paft, and from the General Con«* 
cernment of PmUkk Fundsy that a Parlk* 
ment Legally convened, will make good 
all National of Parliamentary ( whicH in* 
detid are their own) Emagements ; elfe tht 
NATION muft turnBANKRUPT: 
Which is impoffible^as long as it continues 
to be a Nation under our prefent i/^m 
Confiitution. The not anfwering thofe En* 
gagemencs, would be a downright PuUick 
Robbery ; and therefore toSuggeft, (^ *tis 
iaid, iome of the Friends to the late "^nto 
have done ) That the next Parliament will 
makeufe of a SFUNGE to quit all Scores; 
is no leis then to make them PuUich Rob* 
bers^ and Betrayers of the Interefl of thpfe 
they are to Reprefent : But as fucha Sur*^ 
mize cannot be entertained by any Men 
of Common Senfe ; it deferyes no furifher 
Animadverfion,

It has before been lain down as a Max- 
im, that the Frugal Management of the 
Treafury, and the Fun^ual Payment of 
^^ Par- 
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Parliamentary Affignmeiits , tontribute 
very much to the good Opinion Private 
Men entertain of the Honefty of the Go- 
vernment, and confequently to the Ad- 
vancement of Publick Credit : Wherefore 
as ^tis the part of the Parliament to provide 
Sufficient Funds, fo 'tis the part of the 
Sovere^n to place Able, Hooeft, and Faith^ 
ful Omcers in the Government of the 
Treafuryand Exchequer. Thus the P«^ 
lick Credit depends primarily on the Farlid^ 
ment^ iecondarily on the Queen \ or which 
is almoft the fame, it centers were the Go* 
vernment centers, that is, the ^eem and 
Parliamenty and not in any particular Man 
,«mployM by HerMajefty ; otherwifc the 
Publick Credit would not be National^ but 
Verjbnd : Which might prove of mdl fa- 
tal Confec][uence to fuch a free State as ours 
is ; and, m time, give a Private Man an 
opportunity of fetting himfelf above the 
Government, that is, the Queen and Pir- 
liament. 

It muft, however, be acknowledged, 
that as Publick Credit^ iecondarily depends 
on the Qucen^s Preferring Men of Honour ^^ 
and Probity in the Management of her p 
Ireafury and Exchequer ; fo the difplacing | ^ 
of Officers in thofe Trufts of whom the 
Publick entertains a good Opinion^ may» in 
great Meafure, occalion the lofs of Nati* 

ommI 
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end Credit ; cfpecially if the People arc 
before hand poffefs'd with Fears and Jea- 
loufies, that the New Minifters Ihall not be 
equally Zea'ous for the Publick Intercft. 

This being the Strongeft, molt Popular, 
and indeed, moft Specious Argument, the 
late "Junto could make ufe of, to maintain 
their Authority ; 'tis no wonder their 
Friends and Dependents laid fo great ftrels 
upon it : Indulirioufly extolling the Me- 
rits of the late Lord Treafurer^ and infu- 
fing ftrange Alarms^ upon the Report of 
his being Uke to be Removed. Where- 
fore, to Wind up the prefent Inquiry, it is 
neceflary to confider, whether tht Prflijes 
beftowMon that Great Minifter, the Fears 
infusy into the Minds of the People, and 
the Afperfions caft on the New-Miniftry, 
\^^ere juftly Grounded. 

It muft be ownM, that during the two 
or three firft Years of Her Majefty's Au- 
Ipicious Reign, the Publick Revenues were 
manag'd with a great deal of Care and 
Prugality, and the Current Payments made 
in tae Treafury and Exchequer with Ex* 
adnefs and Punftuality ; Which Contri- 
buted very much to the Retrieving of 
JPuhlick Credit. But without Derogating 
from the Reputation of the late l-ord 1 rea-

Harley^ who, in the Beginning of Her Ma- 
jefty's Reign, w as the main Inflrument of 
the Reftoration ot Puelick Credit, (as 
was hinted before ) ' is not the moft proper 
Inftrument Her Majefty could have pitched 
upon, to retneve it at prefent ?

tainly maintain the Preknc Happy Settle- 
ment both in Church and State; raife Mo- 
ney tocarry on the War with tlie utmoft 
Vigour; and make ^oi7(^ .«// Parliamentary 
Funds and tngagvments in order to Re- 
TREivE PuBLicK.
